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Amendments to the Claims 

Claim 1 (currently amended). A method for electronically initiating a purchase of an 
item using a computer, the method comprising the steps of: 

e stablishing u communication between a local proc ess or and a removabl e 
providing a data e l e ctronic storage medium having at least one image of at least one item 
stored thereon; 



viewing the accessed item image on a display in communication witha the local 
processor;

automatically causing purchase data on the item to be stored on a writable memory 
device in communication with the local processo r, wherein all purchase data not supplied 
bv a consumer is supplied by the data storage medium: and 



permitting a first selection and a second selection wherein 

the first selection causes printing of an order form configured to initiate a 

purchase when physically delivered to a vendor: and wherein 

the second selection causes storing of the purchase data on a device 

accessible bv the local processor*

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Claim 2 (currently amended). The method in Claim 1, wherein: 

at least one image comprises a three dimensional image; and 

the viewing step comprises permitting a user to selectabl v rotate_* etafcittg the 

image in at least one dimension &om between a first aspect to and a second aspect. 

Claim 3 (original). The method recited in Claim 1 , wherein the at least one image 
comprises two sets of images, first set comprising an image of an object and a second set 
comprising an image of a saleable item related to the object 

Claim 4 (original). The method recited in Claim 1, wherein the storage medium is 
selected from a group consisting of a read-only memory disk and a read-write disk. 

Claim 5 (original). The method recited in Claim 1, wherein the item image further 
comprises an electronic switch means activatable with an input device in communication 
with the processor for enabling the selection step. 

Claim 6 (original). The method recited in Claim 5, wherein: 

the electronic switch means comprises a defined region on the display; and 
the electronic selection step comprises using input means for pointing at and 

selecting the button . 
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Claim 7 (currently amended). The method recited in Claim 1 , wherein the viewing step 
is completed withouthaying accessed information related to the item not already 
contained by the removable data storage medium, further comprising th e s teps of: 

following th e e l e ctroni c s el e ction s tep, ooo es sing tho writable memory dovio e ; 

vi e wing th e purchase data; an d 

outputting the purchase data to a vendor to compl e te the purchas e. 

Claim 8 (currently amended). The method recited in Claim 7, wherein the method is 
completed without having accessed information related to the item not already contained 
bv the removable data storage medium, purchas e data outputting st e p compri se s 
submitting tho purchas e data to th e v e ndor in at looot one of on e l e ctronic form, q hard- 
copy form, or via a pergonal communication d e vic e. 

Claim 9 (original). The method recited in Claim 1, further comprising the step, following 
the electronic selection step, of viewing the purchase data formatted as an order form. 

Claim 10 (original). The method recited in Claim 9, further comprising the step, 
following the purchase data viewing step, of revising an item of the purchase data to 
update the purchase data* 

Claim 1 1 (original)* The method recited in Claim 1, further comprising the step, 
following tho communication e stablishing otop, or of offering a plurality of choices of 
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material for display, including a virtual-reality tour of a site, a set of still images, and 
promotional information. 

Claim 1 2 (currently amended). A method for assisting buyer to make a purchase from 
items having images thereof stored on a data on electronie storage medium, the method 
comprising the steps of: 

providing a software application on the storage medium, the software adapted to: 

run on a local computer comprising a processor and a storage device, and 
input device, and a display device in electronic communication with the processor; 

display a menu on the display device comprising identifiers of the images; 

receive a selection by a by a user through the input device of an identifier; 

write a file on the storage device comprising the selected identifier, 

receive a selection by a user through the input device whether to initiate - an 
oloctronioolly m e diat e d purohaso of on it e m repr e sent e d - by tho identifier e l e ctronically 
initiate a printing of an order form configured to mediate purchase of an item rep resented 
bv the identifier electronically when mailed to a vendor, wherein all purchase data and 
images related to the selected identifier are resident on the storage medium: or to retain 
th e s e l e ct e d id e ntifier for oubs e qu e nt purohao e if d e sir e d; and 
interfacing the storage medium with the processor. 

Claim 13 (original). The method recited in Claim 12, wherein the software is further 
adapted to retrieve the identifier from the storage device and display the identifier on the 
display device. 
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Claim 14 (currently amended). The method recited in Claim 12, wherein the method is 
completed without having accessed information related to the item not already contained 
bv the electronic storage medium, further comprising the stops of acc ess ing - tho storage 
m e dium - through th e proc e ssor and initializing tho ooftwnre application. 

Claim 1 5 (currently amended). A system for electronically initiating a purchase of an 
item using a computer, the system comprising: 

a removable electronic storage medium having at least on e three-dimensional 
image of at least one item and a software application stored thereon; 

a local processor; 

a storage device, means for reading data from the storage medium, an input 
device, and a display device, all in electronic communication with the local processor; 
wherein the software application is adapted to: 
run on the local processor; 

display a menu on the display device comprising identifiers of the images; 

receive a selection of an identifier by a user through the input device; 

write a file on the storage device comprising the selected identifier, 

access an image of an item from the storage medium , wherein the image is 
a three-dimensional image: 

display the accessed item three-dimensional image on the display device; 

permit the user to selectablv rotate the three-dimensional image about a 
user defined axis of rotation: 
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receive a user selection of the item for purchase; 

automatically store purchase data on the item on a writable memory 
device in communication with he local processor: and 

permitting a first selection and a second selection, wherein 

the first selection causes printing of an order form configured to initiate a 

purchase when physically delivered to a vendor: and wherein 

the second selection causes storing of the purchase data on a device 

accessible by the local processor 

if dooirod, establish a communication link betw ee n th e local proc es sor and 
a remot e v e ndor - for order - procoooing; and 

if it is not d es ir e d to - initiat a- ordor procoooing, otoro the purchase data on a 

d e vice acc e s s ibl e by th e looal processor. 



I Claim 1 6 (original). The system recited in Claim 1 5, further comprising means for 



establishing communication between the processor, and an external network, the network 
having means for accessing a vendor of the item. 

Claim 17 (original). The system recited in Claim 16, wherein the software application 
further is adapted to transfer the purchase data to the vendor via the network. 

Claim 18 (original). The system recited in Claim 15, further comprising means for 
outputting a hard copy of the purchase data. 
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Claim 19 (currently amended). A software application resident on a storage medium also 
containing digital representations of a plurality of visual images and purchasing data for 
items associated with at least some of the images, the software application comprising: 
means for interfacing with a local processor; 

means for displaying three-dimensional visual images of at least some of the 
items on a display device in communication with the local processo r, wherein the three- 
dimensional visual images may be selectablv rotated about a first axis bv a user, thereby 
displaying different aspects of the items : 

means for receiving a selection of an item from a user through an input device in 
electronic communication with the local processor; and 

means for writing a file on a storage device in electronic communication with the 
local processor comprising the selected item and associated purchasing data; 

means for, if purchasing data have been stored, if desir e d, selectably_ estab]ishing 
a communication link to b e tw ee n - tho looal proc e ssor and a remote vendor for order 
processing; and 

means fo r, if it io not deoired to initiate order-processing; selectably_ storing the 
purchasing data on a device accessible by the local processor. 

Claim 20 (original). The software application in Claim 19, further comprising means for 
displaying a shopping cart comprising an item identifier and purchasing data associated 
therewith along with the visual images. 
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Claim 21 (original). The software application in Claim 20 ; further comprising means for 
displaying on the display device a complete order form comprising contents of the 
shopping cart. 

Claim 22 (currently amended). The software application recited in Claim 21, wherein the 
communication link is physically printing an order form configured to be physically 
delivered to the remote vendor, furthor oomprioinfl means for outputting the order form in 
at l e ast on e of an olootronio form or a hard copy form . 

Claim 23 (original). The software application recited in Claim 19, further comprising 
means for displaying a menu of subsets of visual images and means for receiving a user 
selection of a subset from the input device, the user selection directing a display of the 
subset of images. 

Claim 24 (original). The software application recited in Claim 19, further comprising 
means for transferring a second software application to the storage device for permitting 
a subsequent access of the file from the storage device without the storage medium and 
the processor being in communication. 

Claim 25 (currently amended). The software application recited in Claim 19, wherein the 
visual image displaying means further comprises means for displaying at least one three- 
dimensional for m, wherein the thme^dimensional form mav b e selectablv rotated about 
more than one axis bv a user . 
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Claim 26 (currently amended). A storage medium comprising: 

a plurality of visual images stored in digital form thereon and purchase data 

associated with at least some of the images; and 
a software application comprising: 

means for running on a local processor, 

means for displaying a menu on a display device in communication with 
the local processor comprising identifiers of at least some of the images on the storage 
medium; 

means for receiving a selection of an identifier by a user through an input 
device in electronic communication with the local processor, and 

means for writing a file on a storage device in electronic communication 
with the local processor comprising the selected identifier; 

means for, if purchasing data have been stored, if dosirod; selectably 
establishing a communication link to botwoon the local proc e ssor and a remote vendor for 
order processing; and 

means fo r, if it is not doairod to initiate order proc ess ing, selectabl_y_ storing the 
purchasing data on a device accessible by the local processor. 

j Claim 27 (previously presented). The method recited in Claim 1, further comprising the 

! steps of, if purchase data have been stored, establishing subsequent communication with 

| the vendor and transmitting the purchase data to the vendor for order fulfillment.

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Claim 28 (previously presented)* The method recited in Claim 1 , further comprising the 
step of, if purchase data have been stored, providing a reminder at processor startup via 
the processor that pending purchase data remain on the device. 

Claim 29 (previously presented). The method recited in Claim 12, wherein the software 
is further adapted to, if a selected identifier has been retained, issue a reminder at process 
startup to the user via the processor that the selected identifier has been retained. 

Claim 30 (previously presented). The method recited in Claim 1 5, wherein the software 
application is further adapted to establish subsequent communication with the vendor and 
transmitting the purchase data to the vendor for order fulfillment. 

Claim 3 1 (previously presented). The method recited in Claim 1 5 f wherein the software 
is further adapted to, if purchase data have been stored, issue a reminder at processor 
startup to the user via the processor that the selected identifier has been retained. 

Claim 32 (previously presented). The software application recited in Claim 19, further 
comprising means for if purchasing data have been stored, establishing subsequent 
communication with the vendor and transmitting the purchase data to the vendor for 
order fulfillment 
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Claim 33 (previously presented). The software application recited in Claim 19, further 
comprising means for, if purchasing data have been stored, providing a reminder at 
processor startup via the processor that pending purchase data remain on the device. 
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
